This will be the fifth labor div- 
idend paid to employes of that 
company in the last two and a 
half years. 

The army of U. M. W. in Hop- 
kins county is sorely troubled 
about the food question. The 
matter of clothes and shoes was 
long ago settled, and settled 
without any clothes or shoes. 
The national board of the Bro- 
therhood supported the "strik- 
ers" in the southwest strike 



giving them 42 cents per week, 
and some people were ungener- 
mgh to say a man could 
not decently feed and clothe a 
family on 42 cents a week. On 
May 3rd a family of five Hop- 
kins county U. M. W. received 
as follows for a week's rations: 
24 pounds flour, 5 ponnds bacon, 
3 pounds lard, 3 pounds beans, 
1 pound baking powder, i ponnd 
soap, 1 quart molasses, 2$ pounds 
sugar, 1 ponnd coffee. This 
order was O. Kd. by a distin- 
guished local president. At 
current prices for the best goods 
this lot of provisions would cost 
$2.67, for five people, or leas 
than 52 cents each. This is 
hardly in keeping with the pro- 
mises of the officials and organ- 
isers two years ago. 

As some 140,000 mine workers 
in Pennsylvania have thrown 
down their tools, and will have 
to be helped from the U. M. W. 
treasury, Hopkins county broth- 
ers are much disturbed for fear 
the general allowance of 52 cents 
a week will have to be divided 
up with the Pennsylvania broth- 
ers. 

It is true that the $225,000 
contributed by the members of 
the U. M. W. for the past 19 
months for the use of the mem- 
bers in Hopkins, Christian and 
Webster counties, was enough 
to give to each family not less 
that $25 to $35 per month, but 
saloons, fancy houses, livery 
bills, railroad fare, legel servi- 
ces, and all other expenses of- 
ficials and organizers could in- 
vest in, have reduced the above 
amount per month down to the 
50 cents per week actual sup- 
port. The officials are well fed 
and well dressed and many own 
houses and lands. No shortage 
of food, clothes or shoes in the 
homes of Campbell, Wood, Bar- 
naby and s host of other officials 
and organizers.

Grand Jury Keturns Indictments Against 
Every Physician in Hopkins County. 



Every physician in Hopkins 
cqunty was indicted at the lust 
sitting of the grand jury. The 
law now requires the physicians 
to file a registry of all the births 
and deaths occurring under 
their professioial ministrations, 
and it appears that the doc- 
tors were either ignorant of 
the existence of the law or 
else considered it as a matter of 
such small concern as to neglect 
it. As a result of this oversight 
or whatever it may be, thirty- 
seven physicans of Hopkins coun- 
ty will have to dance to she mus- 
ic. The indictments read as fol- 
lows: "For sailing to file a re- 
gistry of all births and deaths at 
which they have professionally 
attended within one year ending 
December 31, 1901, on or before 
January 10, 1902." 

Thu penalty is a fine of from 
$5 to $25.

That is, the first four months 
of 1901 show increase over the 
same months of 1900 of •25358 tons, 
while the same months of 1902 
show increase over 1900 of 44,- 
998 tons. 

This increase of tonnage was 
in the face of an expenditure by 
the United Mine Workers of 
$225,000 during the past nineteen 
months in efforts to close the 
ines. If John Mitchell expects 
to spend money as liberally in 
Pennsylvania with its 140,000 
he has done in Hopkins 
county with 2,200 miners, he 
will have to join with Mr. Mor- 
gan and divide with him the 
commissions (reported) received 
by that great trust organizer. 

Mitchell's members in Hopkins 
are now preaching the "peace 
on earth" policy, and have laid 
down their guns for the time 
being.

Chicago, May 17.— The lard refinery 
of.Armour & Co.. situated at the cor- 
net of Forty-third and Center streets, 
wan destroyed by fire last night, nnd 
during the fire a number of accidents 
occurred by which many persons 
were injured.

In 1839 this city was destroyed by an 
earthquake, but subsequently rebuilt. 

The city of St. Pierre had a popula- 
tion of 25,000, shout twice the popula- 
tion of Pompeii, wiped out by Vesuvius 
in A. D. 70. It was situated on the 
northwest coast of the island, but ■ 
few miles from the volcano. Lying on 
the shores of the Caribbean sea. the 
town was divided Into two parts by I 
rivulet, over which have been erected 
several handsome bridges.
